Mr. George » Dodds, ‘th’ well.)

Neweastle, spoke of the decline in 
voea) tone at the, summer couree in 
music’at Oxford Jast month. ‘We 
ard living in ‘ao low.ago ag regards 
aifging tone,” be said. “Our sing- 
ers to-day are probably more effi- 
cient from the mental and rausical 
point of view ‘than ever before. In 
the” past, « many of the greatest 
singers were ‘spoon-fed, ‘hdving to 
have their arias taught them note 
by note because they could nat learn 
them themselves, They were bad 
musicians but good singers. ‘To- 
day our vocalists are, good musi- 
ciang but not very good singers. 

“Phank » goodness,” those . days 
when voinen ‘cased themselves in 
corset. are gone. It was e real and 
delicate. problem for us singing 
masters to tackle.” He taught one, 
for twelve months before she would 
admit she was tight-laced, but even- 
tually she relented’ and confessed 
that she had. let her waisteout five 
dnches?--Afterthat she'could brea- 
the properly... Girls to-day have 
not only freedom but. nature, on 
their side, with the result that they 
are ag easy to teach singing os men. 

Mr. John McEwen, principal of 
the Royal Academy of Music, agre- 
ed with Mr. Dodds over vocal 
music. ‘Tlie wireless may not be 
& good critérion’ to go by,'’ he said, 
“but when listening, t feel I would 
like to take the singerg and give 
them lesson in.the appreciation 
of sound.

“ REMARKABLE RESULTS 
\. CLAIMED, 


Remarkable ‘results in the treat- 
ment of non-pulmonary ‘tuber- 
enlosis. by artificial sunkight are 
claimed by the Tuberculosis Com- 
mittee of the. Lancashire County 
Council. ‘Lupus—that is, tuber- 
-culosia of the skin—and tubercular 
adenitis, which’ are very slow in 
yielding to. any other treatment, 
have responded surprisingly to ar- 
tificial ‘light, and in almost every 
cnsé eithor complete quiescence of 
the disease or ‘marked improve- 
ment has been observed. © ~*~ * 

The first steps in: the new treat- 
ment were taken in 1925, when the 
County. Council jj authorised the 
establishment of two experimental 
light installations — at Ashton-un~ 
der-Lyne“and at Lancaster, - Dur- 
sing 1987 a centre at Chorley was 
added, and now there are no fewer 
than twelve dispensaries at which 
light treatment: can ‘be ‘obtained— 
Lancaster, Chorley, Preston, Nel- 
son, Stacksteads, Ashton, Radcliffe,. 
Eeclss, St, Helens,, Wigan, Ulvers- 
ton, and Fleetwood. The total 
number of patients treated in the 
course of last year. was 642, of whom 
more than half were new cases. . 

The lamps used for the treat- 
ment include long-flame carbon are 
lamps for* ‘general ,, irradiation, 
.Kromayor water-cooled mercury, 
vapour lamps for local treatment, 
and mercury ‘vapour ‘lamps of the 
Jesoniek or Hanovia types for both 
purposes, (The usual initial ex- 
posure of the patient to “Grade A 
carbons’ .is five’ minutes to the 
front of the body and five to the. 
back at.a distance of three fest, 
Gradually the’exposure is increas- 


ed to fifteen: minutes and the dis- | 


(The mercury 
vapour lamps for. local, treatment 
are applied at a distance of from 
a, quarter-inch to' two inches. . 


Results of Two Years’ Work,

1. ‘Lupus: of 97 cases taking the 

treatment 44 were reported “quies- 
cent and:apparently cured.” (The 
rest’ ‘were still “undergoing treat- 
‘ment and were improving. 
2. Adenitis: Of-101 cases treat- 
ed 77, .were ‘apparently cured. 
(Pwenty-three ‘were’ still under treat- 
ment, and one case only“ wag sta-

These “are ‘the most striking in- 
stances, i In: other forms of tuber- 
cular disease few cases were treat- 
ed and less satisfactory results ob- 
tained, It appears that artificial 
light treatment is’ unsuitable. to’ 
eos in’ which ‘the lungs are affect- 
ed, 4 .

In 1920 the number of" cases un- 
dergoing treatment in all centres 
wag 842, of whom'430 began treat- 
ment during the year. This high 
proportion of new cases ig not sur- 
prising, ag the average - duration 
of light treatment for cases . re- 
covering is nine months..
